INTRODUCTION 

This  bulletin  is  a  revision  of  ''Officers,  Boards,  and  Com- 
missions of  Texas"  published  in  1916.  The  purpose  of  the 
bulletin  is  to  bring  together  in  concise  form  information 
about  the  various  departments  of  State  Government  in 
Texas,  vv^hich  is  available  in  the  State  Constitution  and 
Statutes,  but  is  not  readily  accessible.  The  creation  of  new 
departments,  the  abolition  of  several  old  ones,  and  especially 
the  consolidation  caused  by  the  passage  of  the  Board  of  Con- 
trol Act  make  a  revision  necessary  in  order  to  bring  the  in- 
formation regarding  Texas  State  Government  up  to  date. 

For  convenience  of  publication,  the  officers,  boards  and 
commissions  are  classified  as:  (1)  Constitutional  Officers, 
(2)  Statutory  Officers  that  are  Heads  of  Departments  and 
other  Statutory  Officers,  (3)  Executive  and  Supervisory 
Boards  and  Commissions,  (4)  Boards  of  Control  for  State 
Institutions — educational,  eleemosynary,  and  penal,  (5) 
Examining  Boards  and  Commissions,  (6)  Ex-officio  and 
Advisory  Boards  and  Commissions,  and  (7)  Miscellaneous 
Boards,  Bureaus,  and  Commissions.  A  brief  description  of 
the  judicial  and  legislative  departments  is  included. 

The  information  regarding  each  office,  board,  and  com- 
mission is  grouped  under  the  f ollow^ing  heads :  date  of  cre- 
ation, composition,  appointment,  qualification,  term,  com- 
pensation, duties,  number  of  officers  and  employes,  and  ap- 
propriation. Additional  information  and  explanations  are 
found  in  notes. 

The  date  of  creation  is  the  time  of  establishment  of  the 
first  office  or  a  similar  one  and  is  not  alv^ays  the  date  of  the 
organization  of  the  office  in  its  present  form.  No  dates  are 
given  previous  to  the  establishment  of  the  Republic  of  Texas 
in  1836.  Only  actual  qualifications  are  included.  Disqual- 
ifications and  requirements  are  omitted.  Under  duties  a 
short  statement  of  the  most  important  duties  is  given. 
Numerous  powders  granted  to  an  officer,  board,  or  commis- 
sion could  not  be  included.  The  number  of  officers  and  em- 
ployes is  an  approximate  estimate  based  on  information 
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furnished  by  department  officials  or  taken  from  the  bien- 
nial appropriation  acts.  The  appropriations  given  are  for 
the  two  years  ending  August  31,  1919,  and  August  31,  1920, 
The  bulletin  has  been  prepared  under  the  supervision  of 
Professor  Charles  G.  Haines  of  the  faculty  of  the  School  of 
Government  of  the  University  of  Texas.  Messrs.  John  R, 
Anthony  and  William  B.  Ball,  Research  Assistants  in  the 
Bureau  of  Government  Research,  have  assisted  in  checking 
the  facts  presented  herewith.

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I.     CONSTITUTIONAL  OFFICERS 

attorney-general 

Date  of  Creation.     1836. 

Appointment.  Elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
State. 

Term.     Two  years. 

Compensation.  $2,000  per  year  and  fees  not  to  exceed 
$2,000. 

Duties.  Represents  the  State  in  all  suits  and  pleas  in 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  in  which  the  State  is  a 
party.  Inquires  into  the  charter  rights  of  all  private  cor- 
porations, and  takes  such  action  as  is  necessary  to  prevent 
any  private  corporation  from  exercising  any  power  or  col- 
lecting any  species  of  taxes,  tolls,  freight,  or  wharfage,  not 
authorized  by  law.  Seeks  a  judicial  forfeiture  of  such  char- 
ters, whenever  sufficient  cause  exists,  unless  otherwise  di- 
rected by  law.  Gives  legal  advice  to  the  Governor  and  other 
executive  officers,  when  requested  by  them.  Performs  such 
duties  as  are  required  of  him  by  law. 

The  Attorney-General  is  a  member  of  the  Banking  Board, 
Board  to  Select  Auditor  for  the  Prison  System,  Depository 
Board,  and  ex-officio  member  of  the  Bureau  of  Child  and 
Animal  Protection.

Appropriation,  1919-1921.     $165,575. 

comptroller  of  public  accounts 

Date  of  Creation.     1837. 

Appointment.  Elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
State. 

Term.     Two  years. 

Compensation.     $2,500  per  year. 

Duties.  Superintends  the  fiscal  concerns  of  the  State; 
keeps  all  accounts  between  the  State  and  the  United  States 
and  all  other  accounts  in  which  the  State  is  interested ;  au- 
dits the  claims  of  all  persons  against  the  State;  settles  the 
accounts  of  all  persons  indebted  to  the  State;  and  draws 
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warrants  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  payment  of  all  moneys 
directed  by  law  to  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury.  Administers 
gross  receipts  tax  law  of  the  State ;  duties  of  Commissioner 
of  Pensions  and  State  Revenue  Agent  transferred  to  Comp- 
troller when  those  offices  were  abolished. 

The  Comptroller  of  Public  Accounts  is  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  Intangible  Tax  Board,  Board  to  Cal- 
culate Tax  Rate,  and  Board  to  Select  Auditor  for  the  Prison 
System.  •

Appropriation,  1919-1921.     $250,100. 

governor 

Date  of  Creation.     1836. 

Appointment.  Elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
State. 

Qualifications.  Must  be  thirty  years  of  age,  a  citizen 
of  the  United  States,  and  a  resident  of  the  State  for  at  least 
five  years  immediately  preceding  his  election. 

Term.     Two  years. 

Compensation.  $4,000  per  year,  with  the  use  and  occu- 
pation of  the  Governor's  Mansion,  fixtures,  and  furniture. 

Duties.  The  Governor  is  commander-in-chief  of  the 
State  militia.  Calls  special  sessions  of  the  Legislature. 
Sends  messages  to  the  Legislature  at  the  beginning  of  every 
session  of  the  Legislature  and  at  the  close  of  his  term  of 
office.  Presents  at  the  opening  of  each  regular  session  of 
the  Legislature  estimates  of  the  amount  of  money  required 
to  be  raised  by  taxation  for  the  support  of  the  government. 
Has  the  power  to  veto  separate  items  in  appropriation  bills. 
Causes  the  laws  to  be  executed ;  conducts  business  of  State 
with  other  States  and  with  the  United  States.  Grants  re- 
prieves, commutations  of  punishment  and  pardons,  after 
conviction,  in  all  criminal  cases,  except  treason  and  im- 
peachment. Remits  fines,  and  forfeitures  under  rules  pre- 
scribed by  the  Legislature.  Appoints,  by  and  with  the  ad- 
vice and  consent  of  the  Senate,  the  Secretary  of  State,  nota- 
ries public,  and  to  all  vacancies  in  State  or  district  offices, 
except  members   of  the   Legislature.     Appoints   all   other 
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officers,  the  appointment  of  whom  is  by  law  vested  in  the 
Governor.  Receives  reports  from  the  executive  officers  of 
the  State  and  managers  of  State  Institutions ;  may  require 
written  information  from  them  and  may  investigate  their 
books,  accounts,  vouchers,  and  public  funds. 

The  Governor  is  ex-officio  president  of  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, chairman  of  Text-Book  Commission ;  member  of  Naval 
Board,  Board  to  Select  Commissioner  of  Markets  and  Ware- 
houses, Board  to  Calculate  Tax  Rate,  and  ex-officio  mem- 
ber of  Bureau  of  Child  and  Animal  Protection.

Appropriation,  1919-1921.    $53,172. 

land  office,  commissioner  of  general 

Date  of  Creation.     1836. 

Appointment.  Elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
State. 

Term.     Two  years. 

Compensation.     $2,500  per  year. 

Duties.  Executes  and  performs  all  acts  and  things  touch- 
ing or  respecting  the  public  lands  of  the  State,  or  rights  of 
individuals  in  relation  thereto  as  may  be  required  of  him  by 
law. 

The  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  is  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Examiners  of  Land  Surveyors. 

Number  of  Officer  and  Employes.     53. 

Appropriation,  1919-1921.    $224,800. 

lieutenant-governor 

Date  of  Creation.     1836. 

Appointment.     Elected   by  the   qualified   voters  of   the 

State. 

Qualifications.     The  same  as  those  of  the  Governor. 

Term.     Two  years. 

Compensation.  As  President  of  the  Senate  he  receives 
the  same  compensation  and  mileage  as  Senators.  As  Act- 
ing Governor  he  receives  the  same  compensation  which  the 
Governor  would  have  received  had  he  been  employed  in 
the  duties  of  his  office. 
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Duties.  The  Liuetenant-Governor  is  president  of  the 
Senate  and  has  in  Committee  of  the  Whole  a  right  to  debate 
and  vote  on  all  questions,  and  in  case  of  an  equal  division  of 
the  Senate,  he  gives  the  casting  vote.  In  case  of  death,  res- 
ignation, removal  from  office,  inability,  or  refusal  of  the 
Governor  to  serve,  or  of  his  impeachment  or  absence  from 
the  State,  the  Lieutenant-Governor  exercises  the  powers 
and  authority  of  Governor  until  another  Governor  is  elected 
and  qualified,  or  until  the  Governor  is  acquitted  from  im- 
peachment, returns  from  absence,  or  recovers  from  dis- 
ability. 

The  Lieutenant-Governor  is  a  member  of  the  Governing 
Board  for  Agricultural  Experimental  Sub-Stations. 

secretary  of  state 

Date  of  Creation.     1836. 

Appointment.     By  the  Governor  and  Senate. 

Term.     During  the  term  of  service  of  the  Governor. 

Compensation.    $2,000  per  year. 

Duties.  Authenticates  the  publication  of  laws;  keeps  a 
register  of  all  official  acts  and  proceedings  of  the  Governor ; 
and  on  request,  submits  to  the  Legislature  or  either  House 
the  same  with  all  papers,  minutes,  and  vouchers  connected 
therewith.  Performs  all  other  duties  required  of  him  by 
law.  Is  the  keeper  of  the  Seal  of  State  and  uses  it  officially 
under  the  direction  of  the  Governor. 

The  Secretary  of  State  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation and  Intangible  Tax  Board.

Appropriation,  1919-1921.     $59,240. 

treasurer 

Date  of  Creation.     1836. 

Appointment.  Elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
State. 

Term.     Two  years. 

Compensation.     $2,500  per  year. 

Duties.  Receives,  on  the  warrants  of  the  Comptroller  of 
Public  Accounts,  all  moneys  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the 
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State;  countersigns  and  pays  all  warrants  drawn  by  the 
Comptroller  of  Public  Accounts  on  the  treasury;  keeps  ac- 
counts of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  public  moneys 
of  the  treasury  and  opens  an  account  in  the  treasury  for  all 
appropriations  of  money  made  by  law;  is  custodian  of  the 
federal  funds  allotted  to  this  State  for  vocational  education. 

The  Treasurer  is  a  member  of  the  Banking  Board,  Board 
to  Calculate  Tax  Rate,  Board  to  Select  Auditor  for  the  Pris- 
on System,  and  secretary  of  Depository  Board.

Appropriation,  1919-1921.    $66,100. 

II.   .  STATUTORY  OFFICERS 

I.     HEADS  OF  DEPARTMENTS 

adjutant-general 

Date  of  Creation.     1836. 

Appointment.     By  the  Governor  and  Senate. 

Term.     Two  years. 

Compensation.     $3,600  per  year. 

Duties.  The  Adjutant-General  is  in  control  of  the  mil- 
itary department  of  the  State,  subordinate  only  to  the  Gov- 
ernor. Performs  such  duties  as  are  entrusted  to  him  by 
the  Governor  relative  to  military  commissions,  the  military 
forces,  the  military  stores  and  supplies,  or  to  other  matters 
respecting  military  affairs  of  the  State,  and  conducts  the 
business  of  his  department  under  the  direction  of  the  Gov- 
ernor. Performs  such  duties  as  pertain  to  the  chief  of  staff, 
the  military  secretary  and  other  chiefs  of  staff  departments, 
under  the  regulations  and  customs  of  the  United  States 
army.  Has  control  of  the  Ranger  Force  under  direction 
of  the  Governor. 

The  Adjutant-General  has  the  rank  of  Brigadier-General.

Appropriation,  1919-1921.     $236,800. 
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agriculture,  commissioner  of 

Date  of  Creation.     1887. 

Appointment.  Elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
State. 

Qualifications.  Must  be  an  experienced  and  practical 
farmer  and  have  knowledge  of  agriculture,  manufacture 
and  general  industry. 

Term.     Tw^o  years. 

Compensation.  $3,600  per  year  and  necessary  travehng 
expenses  not  to  exceed  $600  per  year  for  traveling  outside 
of  State. 

Duties.  Causes  agricultural  laws  to  be  executed;  en- 
courages the  proper  development  of  agriculture  and  kindred 
industries;  encourages  the  organization  of  agricultural  so- 
cieties; investigates  subjects  of  drainage,  irrigation  and 
their  relation  to  agriculture ;  investigates  and  reports  upon 
questions  of  broadening  market  for  agricultural  and  horti- 
cultural products;  investigates  diseases  of  various  crops  of 
the  State;  investi-gates  subject  of  grasses;  inquires  into 
subjects  connected  with  stock  raising,  poultry  and  dairying; 
investigates  and  reports  on  the  growing  of  wool;  corre- 
sponds with  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture 
and  with  state  departments  of  agriculture ;  collects  and  pub- 
lishes statistics  and  other  information  concerning  agricul- 
ture ;  administers  pink  boll  worm  law,  law  relating  to  nur- 
sery shipment  and  inspections,  to  sale  of  pure  seed,  and 
grade  and  pack  law. 

The  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  is  a  member  of  Board 
to  Select  the  Commissioner  of  Markets  and  Warehouses, 
and  of  Board  to  Review  Regulations  Relating  to  Ginning.

Appropriation,  1919-1921.     $310,994. 

dairy  and  food  commissioner 

Date  of  Creation.     1907. 

Appointment.     By  the  Governor. 

Qualifications.  Must  be  a  practical  analytical  chemist 
and  bacteriologist. 

Term.     Two  years. 
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Compensation.  $3,000  per  year  and  actual  and  neces- 
sary expenses  in  the  performance  of  his  official  duties. 

Duties.  Inquires  into  the  quality  of  the  foods  and  drug 
products  manufactured  and  sold  or  offered  for  sale  in  the 
State.  Procures  samples  of  the  same  and  makes  due  and 
careful  examination  and  anaylsis  of  all  or  any  of  such  food 
and  drug  products,  to  discover  if  the  same  are  adulterated, 
or  misbranded,  impure  or  unwholesome.  Makes  complaint 
against  the  manufacturer  or  vendor  thereof,  in  the  proper 
county,  and  furnishes  the  evidence  to  obtain  a  conviction 
for  the  offense  charged.  Enforces  the  pure  gasoline  law 
and  anti-narcotic  law.

Apportionment,  1919-1921.     $109,900. 

Note.  The  Dairy  and  Food  Commissioner  is  otherwise  known  as 
the  Pure  Food  Commissioner. 

game,  fish  and  oyster  commissioner 

Date  of  Creation.     1895. 

Appointment.     By  the  Governor. 

Qualifications.  Must  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States 
and  of  Texas. 

Term.     Two  years. 

Compensation.  $2,500  per  year  and  necessary  expenses 
incurred  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties. 

Duties.  Executes  the  game,  fish,  oyster  and  sand  and 
shell  laws  of  Texas. 

Number  of  Officers  and  Employes.    28. 

Appropriation,  1919-1921.    $146,260. 

health  officer,  state 

Date  of  Creation.     1879. 

Appointment.     By  the  Governor  and  Senate. 

Qualifications.  Must  be  a  legally  qualified  practicing 
physician  of  ten  years'  experience  in  actual  practice  of  med- 
icine in  Texas,  of  good  professional  standing,  and  a  gradu- 
ate of  a  reputable  medical  college. 

Term.     Two  years. 

Compensation.    $3,000  per  year. 
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Duties.  President  and  executive  officer  of  the  Board  of 
Health. 

The  State  Health  Officer  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Con- 
trol for  the  Home  for  Dependent  and  Neglected  Children. 

Note.  The  Thirty-fifth  Legislature,  1917,  appropriated  $25,000  for 
the  establishment  of  a  Home  for  Lepers.  The  Thirty-sixth  Legisla- 
ture, 1919,  repealed  the  law  and  made  the  unexpended  balance  of  the 
appropriation  available  under  the  direction  of  the  State  Health  Officer, 
for  the  care  of  lepers  when  segregated  by  local  authorities. 

highway  engineer,  state 

Date  of  Creation.     1917. 

Appointment.     By  the  Highway  Commission. 

Qualifications.  Must  be  a  competent  civil  engineer,  a 
graduate  of  a  first  class  school  of  civil  engineering,  expe- 
rienced in  highway  construction  and  maintenance. 

Term.     At  the  will  of  the  Highway  Commission. 

Compensation.  Determined  by  the  Highway  Commis- 
sion ;  at  present  $10,000  per  year. 

Duties.     Executive  officer  of  the  Highway  Commission. 

insurance  and  banking,  commissioner  of 

Date  of  Creation.     1876. 

Appointment.     By  the  Governor  and  Senate. 

Qualifications.  Must  be  a  citizen  of  the  State  and  ex- 
perienced in  matters  of  insurance. 

Term.     Two  years. 

Compensation.  $4,000  per  year  as  Commissioner  of  In- 
surance and  Banking;  $1,000  per  year  as  ex-officio  Superin- 
tendent of  Banking ;  $500  per  year  as  member  of  Fire  Insur- 
ance Commission. 

Duties.  Sees  that  the  laws  respecting  insurance  and  in- 
surance companies  and  banking  and  State  banks  are  faith- 
fully executed. 

The  Commissioner  of  Insurance  and  Banking  is  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Banking  Board,  Depository  Board,  Board  to  Se- 
lect the  Commissioner  of  Markets  and  Warehouses,  Board 
to  Review  Regulations  Relating  to  Ginning,  and  chairman  of 
the  Fire  Insurance  Commission.

Appropriation,  1919-1921.     $308,892. 
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labor  statistics,  commissioner  of 

Date  of  Creation.     1909. 

Appointment.     By  the  Governor. 

Term.     Two  years. 

Compensation.     $3,000  per  year. 

Duties.  Enforces  all  labor  laws  of  the  State  except  the 
Employers'  Liability  Act  and  the  Minimum  Wage  Law. 

The  Commissioner  of  Labor  Statistics  is  head  of  the  Bu- 
reau of  Labor  Statistics,  and  chairman  of  the  Industrial 
Welfare  Commission. 

Number  of  Officers  and  Employes.     13. 

Appropriation,  1919-1921.     $83,300. 

librarian,  state 

Date  of  Creation.     1866. 

Appointment.  By  the  Library  and  Historical  Commis- 
sion. 

Qualifications.  Must  be  a  trained  and  experienced  li- 
brarian of  administrative  ability,  with  at  least  one  year's 
training-  in  a  library  school  and  at  least  three  years'  admin- 
istrative experience  as  head  of  a  free  public  or  institutional 
library,  or  as  an  assistant  of  high  rank  in  such  library. 

Term.     At  the  will  of  the  Commission. 

Compensation.  $2,000  per  year  and  actual  expenses 
when  traveling  in  the  service  of  the  Commission. 

Duties.  Has  general  charge  and  is  executive  head  of 
the  State  Library,  established  in  1839.  Collects  all  availa- 
ble books,  manuscripts  and  printed  material  relating  to  the 
history  of  Texas.  Gives  advice  to  persons  contemplating  es- 
tablishment of  public  libraries ;  has  charge  of  the  distribu- 
tion and  exchange  of  State  documents  to  public  and  institu- 
tional libraries  of  Texas  and  elsewhere. 

The  State  Librarian  is  ex-officio  chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Library  Examiners. 

markets  and  warehouses,  commissioner  of 

Date  of  Creation.     1917. 

Appointment.  By  a  Board  composed  of  the  Governor, 
Commissioner  of  Agriculture  and  Commissioner  of  Insur- 
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ance  and  Banking,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate. 

Term.     Two  years. 

Compensation.     $3,600  per  year. 

Duties.  Controls  the  administration  of  the  Act  relating 
to  ginning  and  warehousing. 

Number  of  Officers  and  Employes.    35. 

Appropriation.  1919-1921.    $173,000. 

Note.  A  Board  of  Review  composed  of  the  Commissioner  of  Agri- 
culture, Commissioner  of  Insurance  and  Banking  and  Commissioner 
of  Markets  and  Warehouses,  chairman,  reviews  all  rules  and  regula- 
tins  relating  to  ginning. 

The  Commissioner  of  Markets  and  Warehouses  serves  as  ex-officio 
State  Superintendent  of  Weights  and  Measures,  and  enforces  the  law 
providing  for  a  standard  of  weights  and  measures. 

RECLAMATION  ENGINEER,  STATE 

Date  of  Creation.     1909. 

Appointment.     By  the  Governor  and  Senate. 

Qualifications.  Must  be  a  thoroughly  experienced  and 
skilled  topographer  and  hydrographer  and  draftsman  and 
reclamation  engineer  and  must  have  had  not  less  than  five 
years'  actual  experience  in  the  organizing  and  supervising 
of  geodetic  and  topographic  surveying  and  mapping  of  large 
areas,  and  in  general  direction  of  field  and  office  engineering 
corps.  Must  be  thoroughly  experienced  in  making  and 
passing  upon  reclamation  plans  and  estimates,  and  in  the 
preparation  and  writing  of  technical  reports  and  publica- 
tions, and  in  the  reproduction  of  maps. 

Term.     Two  years. 

Compensation.  $3,600  per  year,  and  necessary  travel- 
ing and  station  expenses  while  engaged  upon  his  official 
duties  in  the  field. 

Duties.  General  supervision  of  all  work  authorized  by 
the  Act  of  1913  creating  the  department,  to-wit :  Devising 
and  planning  and  marking  out  on  the  ground  all  the  im- 
provements necessary  to  reclaim  for  agricultural  uses  the 
overflowed  and  swamp  lands  and  overflowed  area  in  the 
coastal  plain  and  other  lands  within  the  State;  and  in  this 
connection  makes  the  necessary  investigations,     examina- 
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tions,  surveys  and  maps.  May  make  agreements  and  con- 
tracts for  cooperation  with  any  branch  of  the  federal,  state, 
county  or  city  governments  for  any  part  of  such  M^ork.  By 
the  Levee  Improvement  District  Lavv^  of  1915,  before  any 
person,  corporation,  or  levee  improvement  district  may 
erect  or  maintain  levees,  plans  therefor  must  be  submitted 
to  the  Reclamation  Engineer  for  approval,  under  penalty.

The  John  Sealy  Hospital  is  owned  by  the  University  of  Texas  and 
is  leased  to  the  City  of  Galveston,  which  appoints  its  Board  of  Man- 
agers and  maintains  it  as  a  city  hospital  for  the  free  treatment  of 
the  indigent  sick  and  disabled.  The  hospital  is  used  as  a  medical 
hospital  in  connection  with  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Texas,  and  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  University  of  Texas 
appoints  the  visiting  staff  to  the  hospital  from  the  medical  faculty.

By  amendment  to  the  Constitution  adopted  December  21,  1894,  it 
was  provided  that  the  term  of  office  of  railroad  commissioners  should 
be  six  years. 

By  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  adopted  November  5,  1912,  it 
was  provided  that  "The  Legislature  may  provide  by  law  that  the

all  other  schools,  such  supplies  to  include  furniture  and  fix- 
tures and  everything  except  perishable  goods,  technical  in- 
struments and  books. 

3.  Division  of  Auditing:  has  auditing  duties  conferred 
upon  the  Board ;  helps  to  prepare  itemized  budget  of  appro- 
priations which  the  Board  must  submit  to  every  biennial 
session  of  the  Legislature. 

4.  Division  of  Design,  Construction  and  Maintenance; 
assumes  duties  of  Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings  and 
Grounds,  and  Inspector  of  Masonry,  Public  Buildings  and 
Works.  Designs  all  State  public  buildings,  parks  and  land- 
scape gardening.  Has  custody  of  all  State  parks  and  cem- 
eteries. ' 

5.  Division  of  Estimates  and  Appropriations;  receives 
from  heads  of  departments,  schools,  institutions  and  prison 
system  before  September  15th  of  each  year  preceding  the 
regular  biennial  session  of  the  Legislature  a  statement  of 
the  expenses  of  such  department,  etc.  for  the  past  two 
years  and  an  estimate  of  the  appropriation  required  for  the 
next  two  years.  Investigates  these  estimates,  conducts 
hearings  and  examines  all  information  available,  including 
the  reports  of  its  own  auditors.  Makes  up  a  budget  for  the 
Legislature  which  must  be  printed  not  later  than  December

6.  Division  of  Eleemosynary  Institutions :  The  Act  abol-

A  judge  of  the  Supreme  Court,  of  the 
Court  of  Criminal  Appeals,  or  of  the  Courts  of  Civil  Ap- 
peals, must  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  and  of  the 
State,  thirty  years  of  age,  a  practicing  lawyer  or  judge 
of  .a  court,  or  practicing  lawyer  and  judge  together,  for 
at  least  seven  years. 
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A  district  judge  must  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States 
and  of  the  State,  a  practicing  lawyer  of  the  State  or  a  judge

Unless  other- 
wise provided  by  law,  the  appellate  jurisdiction  of  the 
Supreme  Court  extends  to  questions  of  law  in  the  cases  in 
the  Courts  of  Civil  Appeals  in  which  the  judges  of  any  Court 
of  Civil  Appeals  disagree,  or  where  the  several  Courts  of 
Civil  Appeals  hold  differently  on  the  same  question  of  law, 
or  where  a  statute  of  the  State  is  held  void. 

The  Court  of  Criminal  Appeals  has  appellate  jurisdiction 
co-extensive  with  the  limits  of  the  State  in  all  criminal  cases 
of  whatever  grade,  with  such  exceptions  and  under  such 
regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

The  Courts  of  Civil  Appeals  have  appellate  jurisdiction 
co-extensive  with  the  limits  of  their  respective  districts  over 
all  civil  cases  of  which  the  District  Courts  or  County  Courts 
have  original  or  appellate  jurisdiction  under  such  restric- 
tions and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law ;  and  the 
decision  of  such  courts  is  conclusive  on  all  questions  of  fact 
brought  before  them  on  appeal  or  error.  The  courts  have 
such  other  jurisdiction,  original  and  appellate,  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  law. 
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The  District  Courts  have  original  jurisdiction  of  all  crim- 
inal cases  of  the  grade  of  felony;  in  all  suits  in  behalf  of 
the  State  to  recover  penalties,  forfeitures  and  escheats ;  of 
all  cases  of  divorce ;  of  all  misdemeanors  involving  ofRcial 
misconduct;  of  all  suits  to  recover  damages  for  slander  or 
defamation  of  character;  of  all  suits  for  trial  of  titles  to 
land,  and  for  the  enforcement  of  liens  thereon ;  of  all  suits 
for  the  trial  of  the  right  of  property  levied  upon  by  virtue 
of  any  writ  of  execution,  sequestration  or  attachment  when 
the  property  levied  on  is  equal  to  or  exceeds  in  value  $500 ; 
of  all  suits,  complaints  or  pleas  whatever  without  regard  to 
any  distinction  between  law  and  equity;  when  the  matter 
in  controversy  is  valued  at  or  amounts  to  $500  exclusive 
of  interest ;  and  of  contested  elections.  District  Courts  and 
Judges  have  the  power  to  issue  writs  of  habeas  corpus, 
mandamus,  injunction  and  certiorari  and  all  writs  neces- 
sary to  enforce  their  jurisdiction.  District  Courts  have 
appellate  jurisdiction  and  general  control  in  probate  mat- 
ters over  the  County  Court  established  in  each  county  for 
appointing  guardians,  granting  letters  testamentary  and 
of  administration,  probating  wills,  for  settling  the  accounts 
of  executors,  administrators  and  guardians,  and  for  the 
transaction  of  all  business  appertaining  to  estates ;  and  orig- 
inal jurisdiction  and  general  control  over  executors,  admin- 
istrators, guardians  and  minors  under  such  regulations  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  law.

A  Representative  must  be  twenty-one  years  of  age,  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States,  a  qualified  elector  of  the  State, 
a  resident  of  the  State  for  two  years  next  preceding  his 
election,  and  a  resident  for  one  year  next  preceding  his 
election  of  the  district  for  which  he  shall  be  chosen. 

Term.  Senators,  four  years;  Representatives,  two  years, 
One-half  of  the  Senators  are  chosen  biennially. 

Compensation.  Senators  and  Representatives  receive 
$5  for  the  first  sixty  days  of  each  regular  session,  and  after 
that  not  exceeding  $2  per  day  for  the  remainder  of  the  ses- 
sion, and  traveling  expenses  not  to  exceed  twenty  cents  a 
mile  in  going  to  and  returning  from  meetings  of  the  Legis- 
lature.   Also  $5  per  day  for  called  sessions. 

Duties.  Passes  such  laws  as  are  necessary  to  carry  into 
effect  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution. 

Number  of  Members.  Senators,  31 ;  Representatives, 
142. 

Appropriation.  The  Thirty-sixth  Legislature,  1919, 
at  its  regular  session,  appropriated  $125,000  to  pay  the  mil- 
eage and  salaries  of  members  and  officers  and  employes  of 
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the  Legislature,  and  $30,000  to  pay  the  contingent  expenses 
of  the  Legislature;  first  called  session.  $65,000  for  salaries 
and  mileage,  and  $16,000  for  contingent  expenses ;  second 
called  session,  $65,000  for  salaries  and  mileage,  $16,000  for 
contingent  expenses,  and  $15,000  additional  to  pay  the  con- 
tingent expenses  of  the  regular  session. 
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
